TWO FATAL CASES REPORTED. 


Since our last report the epizootic 


All parties ordering the News } has broken out in the Livery Stables of 


the Messrs. Dunn & Bro’s. and Kelly & 
Cu’s., but in both places the disease 
seems to be light and of a harmless 
type. Several more cases have appear- 
ed in private stables, showing the mal- 
ady decidely on the increase. At 
Wynn, Yancy & Co's. Stable the 
horses are rapidly improving, and many 
have been put on light duty. We 
heard of the death of two horses Sun- 
day on the outskirts of the city that 
were attacked, but there are many more 
that are too poor to resist the effects of 
two coughs, and will die as sure as they 
are taken. For the sake of the horses 
we hope they will. 

The prevalence of th: Epizootic in 
the city is beginning to seriously 
damage the commercial interests. But 
few farmers brought cotton in town 
yesterday, and what little was brought, 
drawn by oxen, We assure our conntry 
friends there is no more danger with 
stock in the city than if they were forty 
miles distant, and morcover all horses 
With the disease on them are required 
by an order from the Mayor to be taken 
olf the streets. 

The weather is still bad, and favora- 
ble for the spread of the malady.

LINA Trapk, No, 2.— The article that

“After this date there will be a car on 
each Eastern bound freight train that 
will be used exclusively for the trans- 
portation of perishable freight. All 
such freights intended for Raleigh, 
Goldsboro’, Wilmington, or any point 
in the East, will be loaded in this car. 
There must be no detention to this class 
of Freight, and Agents will report 
Conductors when they fail to take all 


such freight.

Investigation by the Coroner’s Jury. 
STARTLING DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Coroner’s Jury summoned to in- 
vestigate the cause of the sudden death 
of the Rev. Dr. J. Brinton Smith, which 
occrrred about four weeks ago, an ac- 
count of which then appeared in the 
News, and adjourned until the stomach 
and brains of the deceased could be 
examined by first-class Philadelphia 
experts, met on yesterday, when the re- 

ort of the celebrated Dr. Genth, of 
niladelphia, who made the cxamina- 
tion, was read by the Coroner. 

The following information, though 
not official, (as the Coroner positively 
refused to give 1s any,) may be relied 
upon as correct : 

The report of Dr. Genth, was in 
substance that the stomach contained 
strychnine, the brains indicated the 
effect of strychnine having been receiv- 
ed in the stomach; strychnine was in 
the glass from which the Dr. drank the 
scidlitz powder, and the spoon, which 
was used to sweeten with sugar the 
seidlitz powder, had strychnine upon it. 

The jury rendered a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the facts, as follows: 
That Dr. J. Brinton Smith came to bis 
death by poison, administered by the 
Bands of Mrs. Frances A. Mann, his 
daughter, and Mrs. Smith, wife of the 
deceased, as the custodian of the room 
wherein the strychnine was kept, was 
particeps criminis to the act. 

New developments will follow to-day, 
and as they will be public, a full report 
will appear in the News.

CHICAGO RE-ENACTED ? 


|THE HEART OF THE CITY OF BOS. 
TON BURNED DOWN—MANY 
MILES OF THE BUSINESS 
PORTION WHOLLY 
DESTROYED ! 


THE FIRE STILL RAGING ! 


LOSS SUPPOSED TO BE £200,000,000, 


LOSSES MUCH HEAVIER ACCOR- 
DING TO LATEST ACCOUNTS. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 10th. 


An alarm of fire was sounded about 
74 o’clock last night, followed by other 
alarms in rapid succession. The first 
engine had hardly reached the ground 
when the flames burst from the fourth 
story of the store corner of Summer and 
Kingston streets, occupied as a whole- 
sale dry goods establishment. The fire 
originated in the engine room, the 
flames following the elevator, and was 
first seen under the roof. The buildings 
in the vicinity were four-story granite 
Mansard roofs, 

The flames soon reached the Mansard 
roofs on the opposite side far beyond 
the reach of the engines. In thirty 
minutes the whole city in one direction 
was at the mercy of the flames, which 
leaped from root to roof. One great dry 


the granite walls falling in the streets 
and making them impassable. The 
engines were driven back from station 
to station. Gramte blocks weighing 
many tonssplit in fragments and were 
hurled across the streets. 3 
Later, 
SunDAY Morning, 10 o'clock. 

Buildings were blown up on Lindell 
and Congress streets to check the 
flames. 

Beebee’s block, on Winthrop Square, 
the finest business structure in the 
country, is burned. Stewart’s rooms, 
in same building, only fed the flames.— 
Pieces of dry goods went whistling 
across the square, firing stores on 
Devonshire street. Every building was 
soon heated to the verge of spontaneous 
combustion, and caught like tinder.— 
Deafening explosions are constantly 
heard. The tenement houses on the 
upper end of Federal street, occupied 
by the Irish laboring classes, are now 
on fire, and crazed women are rushing to 
and fro with clocks and bedding in 
their arms, 

The wool houses in Federal street 
caught next. They were crammed from 
cellar to garret. The paper houses 
came next. The Freeman’s National 
and Bank of North America have been 
burned. Several insurance companies 
must succumb. 

Three square miles of property have 
been burned up to this time. 

11 o’cLock SunpAy MonxINd. 


The Post-office, with most of Con- 
gress street, will un:ioubtedly go. 

The fire bas reached dimensions that 
simply defy description. 
find themselves in danger of their lives. 
The loss of houses and property is 
now scarcely thought of. 
are retiring before the flames toward 
Tremont and Court streets, where it is 
thought the fire will be unable to reach, 
but a heavy gale is blowing which 
seems to have no positive direction. It 
is probable that Fanuel Hall and Quin- 
cey Market will go. The Western 
Union Telegraph office was abandoned 
at 84 o’clock. The fire is still raging 
with unabated fury. 


WASHINGTON, 12 o'clock. 


Reports arecontradictory. Governor 
Boutwell has dispatches from Provi- 
dence depot that the fire is under con- 
trol. 

Boston, 12 o'clock. 

In the city telegraph offices haye been 
abandoned, but the dispatches go by 
round about routes without interrup- 
tion. 

WASHINGTON, 1 o'clock. 

Special dispatches say that State 
street, occupied by brokers and bankers, 
and the Parker House have been saved. 

The Chief Engineer of the Fire De- 
partment, Damrell, has been killed by 
the talling of a wall. 

Five miles of the streets have been 
burned. 

The gale is increasing, but the fire 
seems somewhat subsided. 

Boston, 1:30 o’clock. 


It is now confidently believed that 
the fire is under control. The losses, if 
no more buildings are burned, will not 
fall short of $200,000,000.

Almost in the twinkling of an eye 

the fire fiend uus devoured the heart of 
Boston. Miilions upon millions of prop- 
erty lave been destroyed in u single 
day. The harrowing scones of the great 
Chicago contl lave been 
acted on a grand a,, in the wealthiest | 
and most populous city of New England. 
The rich and mighty, by one teil swoop 
of the fire King’s wrath, live been re- 
duced from affluence un power to pen- 
ury and waat. Those in couniortabie 
circumstances have seen their accumu 
lations of years of patient toil and care 
suddenly disappear in the general wreck. 
The poor and needy hove become ten 
times poorer, and men, women and chil- 
dren, the helpicss victims of an awtul 
dispensation, are now roaming charred 
and blackened streets, houseless, halt 
distracted, half famished, filling the air 
with heart-groans of grief, agony, des- 
pair! 

The particulars of this shocking and 
direful catastrophe will be found in 
to-day’s paper, under the head of Sun- 
day dispatches. 

On last Sabbath morning, a brigut 
and beautiful autumnal day, while the 
citizens of Raleigh were engaged in 
offering up their prayers to the Throne 
of Divine Grace, the city of Boston was 
one wild scene of terror and con- 
sternation. At seven o'clock, Saturday 
evening, the alarm of fire was given, 
and during the whole night the flames 
had raged uncontrolled and uncontroll- 
able until the proudest aud noblest 
structures had fallen a prey to the de- 
vouring clement. 

At the time our dispatches closed 
Sunday afternoon, ever two hundred 
million dollars of property had been 
consumed and five miles of the city had 
been laid in ashes. We may get farther 
intelligence of the extent of the loss 
sustained and incidents connected with 
the conflagration, before going to press. 
If so, they, will be found in our tele- 
graphic columns. 

We regard the destruction of Boston 
as a great national calamity. Inde- 
pendent of the great pecuniary loss 
which it will inflict upon the immedi 
ate sufferers, and which will be felt in 
a greater or less degree in every State 
and village in the Union, the scenes of 
suffering and distress, of wretchedness, 
devastation and ruin which aconflagra- 
tion so wide-spread and so destructive 
must necessarily cause, need no word- 
painting at our hands to awaken the 
deepest and tenderest sympathies of 
every humane heart! 

If the South has been oppressed, and 
outraged and trampled down—if our 
people have been reduced to poverty 
and bankruptcy by hostile legislation 
and unkind treatment— if our overtures 
of peace and friendship have been 
rejected with derision and disdain—if 
suspicion, distrust and cnmity on the 
part of the North have kept the 
Southern States in a condition of politi— 
cal inferiority and vassainge, thank God 
we have not yet lost our teelings of 
benevolence and humanity. 

In the same God-like spirit which 
prompted the Confederate soldier on 
the battle fie.d,in response to the dying 
request of a wounded Federal, to bathe 
his parched lips with a draft of cold 
water, to alleviate the agonies of death,

DEATH OF COL. ROBERT H. 
COW AN. 

Our noon dispatches announce the 
death of this distinguished gentleman, 
at his residence in Wilmington, at eight 
o'clock yesterday morning.

With the exception of two or three 
terms in the State Legislature, wo be- 
lieve he has not been in public life but 
he possessed talents and qualilications 
that would have enabled him to adorn 
any position in the gift of the people.

In every position in which he was 
placed, he did his duty faithfully, hon— 
estly, conscientiously, and he has left 
behind him a noble character and spot- 
less name.

‘ “A fatal allray occurred in a bar room 
in this place on last Tuesday night 
about 10 o’clock,in which a negro, 
named Jim McElwee, was shot by F. T. 
Kale, a white man. The origin and 
particulars of the difficulty, as we have 
een able to learn them, are about as 

| follows: Jim and another negre man 

, met in the bar room, and were dis- 

| cussing the question as to which of the 

two should treat. Kale being present 
and hearing the conversation, ventured 
some remark, probably expressing an 
opinion on the subject, when Jim 
turned upon him and ina very insuiting 
manner demanded to know, “What 
have you got to do with it?“ This 
excited Kale’s anger, and he ordered 
him to go out, as did also the bar— 
keeper. This the negro refused to do, 
and becoming pretty boisterous Kale 
caught him by the lappel of the coat 

) and attempted to put him out, the bar- 
keeper coming to his (Kale’s) assistance. 
The negro jerked loose and got hold of 
a sling-shot which he wore up his 
sleeve ; but before he could use it, Kale 
leveled a pistol at him and fired, the 
ball taking effect in the centre of his 
forehead, and lodging; in the back of his 
head. 

“Surgical aid was at once called in, 
but the victim of this tragedy was past 
all earthy aid, and after lingering until 
four o'clock Wednesday evening, he 
expired, having been unconscious trom 
the time of the shooting. 

“Immediately after firing the fatal 
shot, Kale walked off, and up to this 
time has not been captured, although 
| the officers of the law have been in 

ursuit of him. Kale is a blacksmith 
by trade, and has for some two years 
been employed in the blacksmith shop 

) of Jas. 8. Brown, in this place. He is 

represented to us as being a quiet, 
peaceable man, but one who will not 
under any circumstances brook an in- 


sult; and whatever may be said of his 
conduct in this affair, certain it is that 
he acted under great provocation, and 
few mea similarly situated would li ve 
acted differently. Kale was perfectly 
sober at the time of the occurrence, not 
having taken so much as one drink that 
-yening.
